directly at the time by nationals of the United States.

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term property means any property, right, or inter-
est including any leasehold interest, and debts owed by
the Government of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or taken by the
Government of Cuba and debts which are a charge on prop-
erty which has been nationalized, exproprlated intervened
or taken by the Government of Cuba.

Section 503(a) of the Act
provides that the Commission shall receive and deternine in accordance with
applicable substantive law, including international law, the amount and

validity of claims by nationals of the United Stetes against the Government



This claim was opened on the basis of information received by the
Commission that claimant had been unable to return:to the United States.
The Commission, however, has been informed that said claimant returned to
the United States in March 1968 and was given information concerning the
filing of claims for any property which might have been taken by the
Government of Guba,

Claimant has informed the Commission that claim is not made. for property
left in Cuba., Accordingly, since no claim‘ﬁas been asserted for interests
in property which was nationalized, expropriated or otherwise taken by the
Government of Cuba, it is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby, dismissed.
